Your request was received by the FOIA Service on September 17, 2018, and assigned 
FOIA Tracking Number 18-12957-F. Please reference this number when 
communicating with the OI&T office concerning your request. 

We regret the delay you have experienced in receiving a VA response to your FOIA 
request. The delay is due to a significant FOIA backlog, and the requirements under 38

interest in the records involved prior to any disclosure. The records you are seeking 
were not maintained in the FOIA Service Office.
